II. REMARKS 

Applicant respectfully requests consideration and entry of the preceding amendments. 
The amendments to the specification have been made to insert the continuing information as 
required by 35 U.S.C. § 120 and to comply with the requirements for Sequence Listing Rules 
under 37 C.F. R. § 1.821-§ 1.825. Most of the amendments made to the specification assign 
sequence identifier numbers to sequences disclosed in the specification as required by 37 C.F.R. 
1 .821(d). Thus, no new matter is added by these amendments. 

This Preliminary Amendment is accompanied by a paper copy of the Sequence Listing 
(Exhibit A). A computer readable copy of the Sequence Listing, a Statement under 37 C.F.R. 
§ 1821(f), and a copy of the Notice to Comply with the Sequence Listing Rules can be found in 
the parent application, U.S. Serial No.: 09/403,690. Accordingly, a computer readable copy of 
the sequence listing is not required and thus none is provided herewith. 

The subject application is a divisional of prior filed U.S. Serial No.: 09/403,690. On June 
29, 2000, a requirement for restriction was required by the Office wherein the claims were 
alleged to contain several patentably distinct species that read on generic base claims. AppUcant 
elected with traverse to prosecute the invention of Group A in the parent application. 

The claims have been amended herein to be directed to non-elected Groups, as set forth 
in the June 29, 2000 requirement for restriction issued in the parent appUcation. Claims 2 
through 20 have been canceled and new claims 21 through 36 have been added. The addition of 
new claims does not raise an issue of new matter and entry of these amendments is respectfully 
requested. 



III. CONCLUSION
